Some gentlemen of the robe, whom I 
had always regarded with refpeé& and re- 
verence, feemed now more awful and 
refpetful than ever: One, in particular, 
greatly furprized me, by quitting the feat 
of judgment which he had long filled 
with univerfal applaufe, till I faw him: 
entering. a more auguft affembly, and 
afterwards paffing to the cabinet of his 
prince, from whence he returned to the 
great hall where firft I obferved him, and 
convinced me of the extent of his abili- © 
ties, by appearing equally capable in all 
his employments. 

J faw in a publick affembly a junto of 
patriots, who while they were har- 
ranguing on the corruption and iniquity 
of the times, broke off in the middle, 
and turned ftockjobbers and pawn- 
brokers. A groupof criticks at the Bedford 

coffee-houfe were in an inftant converted 
into haberdathers of fmall- ware in ~— 
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fide, Tranflators, commentators and po- 
lemick divines, made for the moft part 
very good coblers, gold-finders and rat- 
catchers, The chariot of a very eminent 
phyGician was transformed all at once in- 
to a cart, and the doétor to an execu- 
tioner, faftening a halter round the neck 
of acriminal, I faw two very noted fur- 4 
geons of my acquaintance in blue fleeves 
nd aprons, exerting themfelves notably 
in@ Mlaughter-houfe near the victualling- 
office. A_ reverend divine, who was 
preaching in the fields to a numerous au- 
dience, recollecting himfelf on a fudden, 
and producing a fet of cups and balls, 
performed feyeral dexterous tricks by 
flight of hand. The pretty gentlemen B 
were every where very ufefuliy employed 
in knotting, pickling, and making con- 
ferves, .The fine ladies remained as they 
were ; for it was beyond even the am- 
nipotence of Jupiter (without entirely 
changing their natures) to affign an office, 
in which they could be beneficial to man- 
kind. C 

Several princes and potentates now re- 
lieved themfelves from the load of crowns 
and fceptres, and entered with a good 
grace into private ftations, Ochers put 
themfelves at the head of companies of 
danditti, forrned of lawyers, publick of- 
ficers and excifemen, Their prime mi- 
nifters had generally the honour of being D 
firft lieutenants, and fometimes enjoyed 
the fole command ; while the courtiers 
ranged themfelves under them in rank 
and file.

for as no man could be prevailed on to dint 
accept of an employment, for which he mot 
was mot every way qualified, merit was 
the only claim to promotion. 

Univerfal peace and tranquility foon 
enfued. Arts and fciences daily received 
aftonifhing improvements, All men were 
alike emulous to excel in fomething ; and 
no part was. difhonourable to one who 
acted well. In hort, the golden age 
of the poets feemed to be reftored. 

But while I was refle€ting with joy and 
admiration on thefe glorious revolutions,

In one of thefe 
buildings there has been found an entité 
library, compofed of volumes cf the 
Egyptian Papyrus, of which there bas 
been taken out about 250 ; and the place 
is not yet cleared or emptied, it having 
been deemed neceffary to ereét props firft, 
to keep the earth, which lies above it, 
from falling in upon it, Thefe volumes 
of Papyrus confift of Latin and Greek 
manuticripts ; but from their brittlenefs, 
occafioned by fire and time, it is not pof- 
fible to unrol them, they being now de- 
cayed and rotten. His majefty hows 
ever has done his part ; having fent for a 
certain monk from Rome, who belonged 
to the Vatican library ; in hopes, by his 
means, to have unfolded them ; but hi- 
therto in vain. 

Your fervant Paderni alone can thew 
fome fragments of feveral lines, and more 
than this, he is much afraid, will never 
be feen. Of thefe there are many in my 
cuftody, which IT feppofe you will have 
the pleafure of obferving in the intended 
catalogue. ‘There have been found of 
thofe fmiall tables, which they covered 
with wax and the palimpfefen, and then 
wrote on therm with the fp/us: But all 
thefe are become a kind of cinder ; and 
have likewife fuffered by the damps ; from 
both which circumftances they are now fo 
tender, that they break with the touch, 

In the fame place there have been met 
with three fmall bufts ; one of Epicurus, 
another of Zeno, did the third of Hu- 
machous ; with the names of each inftribed 
upon the bafis, in Greek letters. A little 
diftant from the preceding fitehasbeen difco- 
vered another noble building, with a fquare 
court belonging to it ; the infide of which, 
alone, ‘hag been hitherto examined, This 
fquare is forméd with fluted colums made 
of brick that was ftuccoed, In the angles 
were four terms of marble, with bufts 
upon them, in bronze, of the fineft man- 
ner, having the name of the Greek work- 
man upon oné of them. In the centre, 
betwixt the terms, there was a fmallfour- 
tain, formed by a vafe fhaped like a coc. 
kle-fhell, ar'd fupported by a {mall fluted 
column.

fad time to tranfmit me a particular 
sunt... Linclofe you the terms of ca- 
“tion. _Notwithftanding the fort at 
Witjour had twenty-fx pieces of can, 
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non, mounted, they furrendered, after four 
days bombardment, before we had even 
mounted a fingle cannan upon our ‘hatte- 
ries. Oar Tos, upon this occafion, is 
very inconfiderable, not above 26 killed, 
and as may wotinded. “Major Prebie, 
of the irregulars, is flightly wounded in 
the thoulder ; enfign Tongue, of major- 
eneral Warburton’s regiment, acting as 
fub engineer, received a thot in his thigh, 
as he was, taking a furvey of the ground 
for the trenches and batteries to he raifed 
againit the fort ; and enfign Hay, of col. 
opfon’s, who had been taken prifoner 
by the Indians, in going alone from our 
fort to the camp, was killed by one of 
our fhells.in thé French fort, which fell 
thro’.a fort. of cafemat, and alfo ‘killed 
three French officers, and wounded twe 
more. 7 
At col. Monckton’s firft arrival, the 
French had a large number of inhabitants 
and Indians, 450 of which were pofted at 
a blockhoufe, which they had on their 
fide of the river Meffaguath, to defend 
the pafs of that river: Here they had 
thrown up a ftrong breaft-work of timber 
for covering their men, and had cannon 
Mounted on the blockhoufe. At this 
pace they made a ftand for about an 
ur, but were forced by our troops with 
fome lofs, Jeaving their blockhoufe, and 
the pafs of the river, clear for our people, 
who marched, without ferther interrup- 
tion, to the ground intended for theit_en- 
Campment. As we had not meh enongh 


to inveft the fort entirely, feveral got 


away ;-and, when the fort furrendered, 
there rgmained 150, regulars, and about 
goo inhabitants, feveral of whith, with 
their officers, were wounded. We do 
not yet exafly know the numbers that 
were Killed in the fort, but we believe 
their lof has not been trifling, as fevéral 
lay half buried upon the parade. Col. 
Monckton has new named the fort, and 
called it Fort Cumberland. “He gives the 
troops, under his command, great praife 
for their good behaviour, afd ‘the fpirit 
and refolution with which they aéted upon 
thie occafion. 

Col, Monckton is proceeding.to the fort 
at St. John’s river, which I flatter myfelf 
will give him very little trouble, as their 
main ftrength, which was Beaufejour, is 
gone: He has likewife my ordefé to leave 
a garrifon in that fort, as it is an ipfi- 
nitely better one than ours, as well 
for fituation, as fixength. The deferted 
French inhabitants are delivering up their 
arms. I have given him orders to drive 
them out of the country at all events ; 
tho’ if he wants their affiftance in putting 
tic troops under cover (as the baxracks in 

the 
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the French fort were demolithed) he may 
firft make them do all the fervice in their 

er. Our poffeffior of the Ifthmus, it 
is to be hoped, will bring over the Mick- 
mack Indians to our intereft. 

I cannot clofe my letter to you, Sir, 
without taking notice how muh I am 
obliged to lieutenant-colonel Monckton’s 
military tkill, and good condu@, for our 
fuccefs at Beaufejour ; capt. Rous, who 
commanded the naval part of this expe- 
oe, has been of the greateft fervice to 
t; and I have reafon to believe our fuc- 
ceeding fo foon, and with fo little lofs, is 
much owing to the good management of 
Mr. Brewfe, who acted there as chief en- 
gineer. 

Propofals for the capitulation of Bedufcjoure 

The cobenaacr hina isthe chews: 
employed for the king and garrifon of 
Beaufejowr, fhall march out with ‘arms 
and baggage, by beat of drum, with 
lighted matches.

The Accadians fhall not be molefted on 
account of their having taken arms ; and 
inafmuch as they were forced to do it 
on pain of death, no harm hall be done 
to them. . 

The Accadians fhall be permitted to 
continue in their religion, they thall be 
alfowed priefts, and no violence commit- 
ted againft them. 

Such of the Accadians as are fo dif- 
pofed may withdeaw to the territaries of 
the French king with their moveable ef- 
feéts, and have the liberty fo to do during 
the fpace of one year, to commence from 
the day of the préfent capitulation, and 
the French fhall be allowed to furnith the 
Actadians with the neceffary thips for 
that purpofe in the courfe of the year, 

With regard to fuch articles of this ca- 
pitulation as may be expreffed in an ob- 
feure manner, they fhall be interpreted 
to the advantage of the French, and ex- 
ecuted bona fide. 

Terms of Capitulation granted to the Commander 
and Garrifon of Beaufejour. 

The commander, officers, ftaff-officers, 
and others, employed for the king and 
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the garrifon of Beaufejour, 
out with their arms and bag;
